‘People’ magazine reveals study results; 
Boom generation committed to success, leisure 



(NEW YORK) America’s 
76 million baby boomers — 
individuals from 18 to 27 
born after World War II — are 
more success-oriented than 
their elders and far more 
committed to leisure, accord- 
ing to a new PEOPLE Maga- 
zine Lifestyle Study. The 
USA's largest — three out of 
five adults under 65 — best- 
educated segment could be 
tagged the "work hard/play 
hard” generation, the study 
reveals. 

• Twenty-five percent 
of the “work hard” gen- 
eration aged 25-29, and 
27% of those 30-37 have 
already assumed pro- 
fessional/managerial 
status. Their incomes 
reflectthisadvancement. 

• The “play hard” gen- 
eration participates in 
active sports, attends 
movies and concerts 
with twice the frequency 
and impact of the older 
generation. 

With 69% of its 21 .8 million 
readers members of the boom 
generation, PEOPLE set out 
to identify their values, atti- 
tudes and lifestyle behavior. 
Monroe Mendelsohn Research 



Organization conducted the 
study for PEOPLE, the most 
comprehensive research on 
boomers’ lifestyles undertaken 
in the magazine industry. 
Researchers held hour-and- 
a-half, in-depth interviews 
with 2,074 individuals, a na- 
tional probability sample, 
from January to March of 
1983. 

Top line results: 

• Fifty-four percent of 
all married boomers live 
in dual incomehouseholds. 

• 11% of boomers think 
it’s wrong for both pa- 
rents to work. 

• Less than 4 out of 10 
boomers believe children 
are essential fora happy 
marriage. 

• Nearly twice as many 
as the previous gen- 
eration — 44% believe 
in living together before 
marriage. 

• About a third of all 
boomers believe the 
initiative in courtship 
should come from the 
man, versus well over 
half of the overpopu- 
lation. 

• 56% of boomers believe 
there’s "too much em- 



phasis on sex today.” 

• 64% of boomers con- 
sider physical fitness 
"important for my self- 
esteem.” 

• Twice as many boo- 
mers pursueactive sports, 
including tennis, jog- 
ging, aerobic dancing, 
and skiing, as the older 
generation. 

• Boomers travel more. 
With women now ac- 
counting for nearly half 
of all airline travel, 62% 
of those are boom women. 

• Two thirds of boo- 
mers attend parties and 
social gatherings for 
leisure activities, com- 
pared to less than half 
of the older generation. 

• Boomers drink with 
greater frequency than 
the older generation; 
56% of boomers “tend 
to vote in presidential, 
state and local elections.” 

• Politically, 45% of 
boomers identify them- 
selves as “independents.”

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Speakers invite students to take action 
In discussion of Salvadorian, Civil Rights 



Jim Corbett of Tucson, 
Arizona, lectured on the 
plight of the Salvadorian 
people. The lecture was spon- 
sored by the Office of Stu- 
dent Life. 

Mr. Corbett became involved 
with the "Sanctuary" move- 
ment with an incident of a 
friend of his who picked upa 
Salvadorian hitchhiker. The 
hitchhiker told the friend 
who later relayed the story to 
Mr. Corbett of the conditions 
in Salvador. 

The hitchhiker’s message 
was that his people were 
running from Central Amer- 
ica and the torture the gov- 
ernment of El Salvador uses 
as a political tool. 

"Through talking to the 
refugees who make it to the 
United States and not rely- 
ing totally through the U.S. 
newspapers is the better way 



of learning the truth of El 
Salvador,” said Mr. Corbett. 

He added, "The reporters 
currently in El Salvador can- 
not obtain the truth from the 
citizens because the Sal- 
vadorian people are fright- 
ened to speak for fear of 
governmentaction against 
them and/or their family." 

The Sanctuary movement is 
allowed in the United States 
even though it is against 
the U.S. foreign policy of 
supporting the government 
in El Salvador. Mr. Corbett 
urged his listeners to write to 
their state representatives to 
change support of the El 
Salvadorian government. 

The Rev. Emanuel Cleaver, 
Kansas City Councilman, 
addressed this issue of Civil 
Rights in a class from the 
Department of Social Sciences. 

Rev. Cleaver said he was a

child of the Civil Rights 
movement. He grew up in 
Wichita Falls, Texas and as a 
teenager lead a march of 
black youth to a movie the- 
tre downtown. They were 
refused entrance. This experi- 
ence lead him to more activi- 
ties for Civil Rights. 

“I resent the Civil Rights 
Act,” said Rev. Cleaver. He 
added that the passing of the 
Act considered blacks as 
human beings. Rev. Cleaver 
said it was an insult to him. 

“Civil Rights is on the back 
burner,” said Rev. Cleaver, 
"There are no signs on the 
horizons of changing from 
desegregation to integra- 
tion. We need to blend to- 
gether the best of both."
